Mulk, Regent of Persia, received

“As to the ability of the city to as- 
sume this burden at this time, I feel 
this way: I have no doubt the bond 
syndicate will exercise its option for 
the balance of the aqgheduct bonds 
on February 1. I believe we will have 
a hard time in selling the power 
bonds, but I have heard a very prom- 
inent financier of this city state that 
he thought there will be no diMficulty 
in selling the harbor bonds. Under 
those circumstances, there will be no 
difficulty in handling the present issue 
of power bonds out of the sinking 
fund. The city will never get any- 
where, if it merely sits around until 
everything is just as it wants it. We 
must take some chances sometimes, 
and I believe the city will be perfectly 
safe in guaranteeing this contract 
now. 

The Finance Committee unanimous- 
ly took the course pointed out by the 
Mayor and the Council unanimously 
approved it.

All to Do Over. 


ILBORN WILL 
CASE REVIVED. 


The disposition of the $60,000 es- 
tate of Julia Ann Kilborn, which has 
been in the local courts in one form 
er another for several years, is to have 
another threshing out, according to a 
Gecision of the California Supreme 
Court, received here yesterday. 

That body has reversed the judg- 
ment of Judge Moss of the Los An- 
geles Superior Court. In denying a 
new trial. In the first trial a jury 
found that Attorney Will D. Gould and 
Mrs. O. T. Sawyer exercised undue 
influence upon the testatrix in the 
preparation and signature of the will, 
and that Mrs. Kilborn was not men- 
tally capable of making the will, Un- 
der this decision, the probate of the 
will was revoked, Gould removed as 
executor of the estate, and Mary 
Woodman Kilborn, a daughter, was 
appointed special executrix. 

The Supreme Court finds.that there 
is nothing in the record to support the 
findings of the jury; that nothing was 
shown indicating that either Gould 
or Mrs. Sawyer influenced Mrs. Kil- 
born in the preparation of the will, or 
that Mrs. Kilborn was not in a prop- 
er condition mentally to dispose of her 
property. The court says tne fact that 
these persons had an opportunity to 
unduly influence Mrs. Kilborn is not 
enough to upset a wil. 

Mrs. Kilborn died September 20, 
1907, oh a will bearing the date 
September 3, 1907. Her daughter 
contested the probate of the will. The 
mother provided that the estate, less 
a small legacy, should go to Will D. 
Gould in trust for her daughter, who 
was to receive $100 a month from the 
income. At the death of the daughter 
the estate was to be distributed among 
the brothers and sisters of the execu- 
trix and her husband. 

The decision cites the fact that
